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Sydney, July 7, (via Brindiai.) — The 
House of Assembly has passed resolu- 
tions expressing sympathy withQueoiis- 
land iu its efforts to prevent excessive 
Chiuoso immigration, and recommend, 
ing as a desirable measure that the 
Euglish Government should obtain a 
modification of the Treaty with China 
so as to enable restrictions to be 
placed on the Chinese invasion of Aus- 
tralia. 

The revenue for tho half year was 
£2,944, 08G, showing an increase of 
£680,179 as compared with tho corres- 
ponding period of 1870. An increase 
is noticeable iu every source of reven- 
ue. The total revenue from the Land- 
tax is £1,762,257, and the amount to 
the credit of tho consolidated revenue 
£2,787,258, exclusive of £1,025,000 ad- 
vanced loan funds. The total of the 
balances to tho credit of the public ac- 
counts is £4,200,512. 

The Northern , with the first ship- 
ment of frozen meat, sails for London 
to-day. 

The Queensland revonue for the 
year ended the 13th of June last was 
£1,436,000, showing a surplus of£70,- 
000. \ 

Tun "Britannia." — As the two oldest 
Bons of his Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wale3 are about to take up their 
quarters on board her Majesty's train- 
ing ship for cadets, the Britannia, some 
account of tho daily routine and diet 
on that vessel may not, writes tho 
""Whitehall Review," bo without in- 
terest. Tho cadets are from 13 to 16 
years of age. They riso at 6:30 both 
summer and winter, when they have a 
bath of a regulated temperature. Then 
they drill from 7:15 to 8 o'clock, when 
they have prayers, and breakfast as 
follows: — On]Sunday, eggs and tea, 
Monday, fried bacon, cocoa, and 
coffee; Tuesday and Wednesday, curry 
and cocoa; Thursday, sausages and 
cocoa; Friday, fish, cocoa, and coffee; 
Saturday, eggs and bacon, and cocoa. 
At 8:45, muster, and proceed to studies 
until 12 noon. Dinner at 12:15 which 
usually consists of beef, mutton, veal, 
meat pies, fresh and salt pork. On 
Wednesdays and Saturdays, in addi- 
tion, fruit pies, plum puddings, and 
blancmanges. Sundays, fowls alter- 
nately at each table, and salt pork. 
After dinner they aro permitted to go 
ashore for one hour, when thoy return 
to study until 4. At 4 milk and cake, 
then again ashore, whore cricket, lawn- 
tennis, &e.j are provided until 6:30. 
In summer they also bathe from the 
shore. Tea at 7, with cold boef, ex- 
cept on Thursday, when they have 
jam in lieu of beef. Studies from 8 
till 9. At 9:15 prayers, and at 9:30 
they retire for the night. It will be 
seen by a glance at the above that the 
. diet is exceedingly liberal and that the 
cadets cannot complain of being over- 
worked. Almost the whole of the 
poop has been taken up by the young 
Princes and their, suite, that part of 
the ship having been fitted up for thorn 
at a cost of between £2,000 and £3,000. 

The Telephone. *-Mr. A. Eubule- 
Evans writes from the Verulam Club, 
St. James' street: — "Just now tho 
papers are full of references to the 
telephone; but, as I have nowhere 
seen it intelligibly described, perhaps 
tho followitig simple description may 
bo of interest. The telephone consists 
of a strong ordinary magnet, to tho 
two extremities of poles to which aro at- 
tached properly-insulated telograph 
wires. Just in front of the extremi- 
ties of tho magnet thero is a thiupluto 
of iron, and in front of this again there 
is tho mouthpiece of a speaking tube. 
By this last tho sounds which it is cle- 
sirod to transmit aro collected and 
concentrated, and falling on thejmetal 
plate cause it J to vibrato. Thoso vi- 
brations, in their turn, excito in the 
two wires electric currents, which cor- 
respond exactly with tho vibrations — 
that is, with tho original sounds. If, 
now, tho two wires aro connected with 
an ordinary lino of telegraph, special- 
ly insulated for tho purpose, the 
sounds can bo transmitted to any dis- 
tance), and, on arriving at their des- 
tination, aro reproduced in a precisely 
similar apparatus. Already there aro 
Verities of tho telephone, but this is 
its essential nature. I have endeavor- 
ed to bo brief, without, I hopo, becom- 
ing obsc ure."

HOPES AND PROSPECTS. 

Tbo future of Cariboo aa a pormnnent 
gold field depends ou the result of n 
test to which tho quartz taken from its 
rooky bosom is uow being subjected. As- 
says that average ?30 per ton havo been 
bf.d from this iiuartz;b..tassaj8 do not 
Bufficiently prove the richness of tho rock. 
There is a moro severe test required. A 
suffieiect quantity of rock to convoy 
an idea of the richness of the whole must 
bo put through tho severe process of mill- 
ing before tho value of tho vein can bo 
determined. Tho rock mast bo subjected 
to a process precisely similar to that to 
which it would be put were it being regu- 
larly worked as an enterprise from which 
a profit was expected to be realized. As- 
says have demonstrated that most of the 
Cariboo quartz contains gold and silver. 
"We havo seen spocinious in California 
that assayed $90 worth of precious metal; 
but when an attempt was rnudo to work 
tho vein from which the specimens wore 
taken, those interested in tho enterprise 
Buffered disappointment and loss. The 
richest outcropping tho writer ovor saw 
assa\ cd $20,000 to tho ton. Tho gold ran 
through the specimens in threads, and 
hung about tho rock as if it had been 
melted in a ladlo and thrown on the vein 
and cooled there. Fifty tons of the rock, 
it was estimated, would niuko every share- 
holder's fortune. When a mill was put 
up to work tho vein tho gold simply ran 
out. From several thousand tous of rock 
that were milled S20.000 altogether was 
not taken and the vein was loug sinco 
abandoned. On tho other band, the out- 
cropping of tho rich Bonauza mines of 
Nevada assayed but SS to the ton of rock. 
Scores of experienced prospectors exam- 
ined tho quartz and hesitated to follow it 
below tho surface. Several years after its 
^existence becamo known a company 
sauk down on the vein and put up a mill, 
and after expondiug a large amount in 
labor and money reached the body of rich 
ore and electrified tho world with practi- 
cal proofs of the enormous wealth of the 
mine. 

These instances — they aro solccted from 
five hundred that have' come under our 
observation — show the unsatisfactory 
character of an at-say as an index to the 
true value of a quartz ledge. An assay 
will dotermine the presence or absence of 
gold or silver; but nothing short of mill 
ing a auantitv of the rock can determine 
its value. The Cariboo quartz compan- 
ies— slimulaU-d and encouraged by tho 
advice and assistance of the Government 
and their en^inoer— have gone intelli- 
gently to wurk. To a four-stamp mill 
they have added the necessary appliances 
for favine tho gold, and with an ex- 
perienced amalgamator to watch the pro- 
cess tbey anticipate a return that will 
prove the value of the vein and induce the 
investment of capital in the erection of 
mills and the opening of other veins of 
quartz throughout the district. As wo 
have said, the future of Cariboo as a gold 
producing centro hangs on tho result of 
the present test. The problem to be 
solved ia, Does gold-bearing quartz of 
sufficient richness to justify its beiug 
worked exist in the district-? Now, we 
we do not look for large returns. Wo do 
not anticipate tho discovery of a Bonanza; 
and shall not, therefore, be disappointed 
if tho lock be found only moderately rich. 
No one need look for a glowing dispatch 
coDVeviug tfie startling information that 
the cMishing of the rook has given a re- 
sult of 6100 or even ct<0 of gold to the 
ton. Such may be the report and such 
the fact; but no ono need feel disappoint- 
ed if the returu doo.s not exci ed $15 or $20 
to the ton. Bock no richer than the small- 
er figure ii now being worked at a profit 
in Nevada .and California, whero tho cost 
of wood to feed tho mill-furnaces is from 
$10 to S20 per cord. At Cariboo wood is 
so plentiful and cheap that it may be hnd 
for the cutting, and a grade of ore should 
pay to work at Cariboo that would not pay 
iu Nevada. 

Pope took an accurate measuro of hu- 
man nature when be wroto that "hope 
springs eternal iu the human breast." II 
it were not for Hopo man would bo in- 
deed a miserable boing. If fancy no lon- 
ger conducted hitn to ideal v/ oriels and 
suffered him to wander thore, and the 
fond illusions ho bus cherished vanished 
one by one, Hope would give way to 
black Despair, and a man would feel 
that tbo end of all things (to him) 
could not coma too soou. It is Hope 
that makes tho world go round. Itis the 
pieilomiuant feeling in man that ho "nev. r 
is but al ways to be blest," that teaches him 
when ono avenue to success is closed 
to cast about for another. Iiopo is the 
mother of progress Deprive man ot the 
power to Hope and ho would have no in- 
centive to improvement or advancement. 
Hopo carried tlie miners to Caiiboo in 
1802, and induced them to seareh amongst 
tho glittering miide for that w.aith 
which h id boob denied them elsewhere; 
and Hope is now inspiring the men of 
Cariboo to au effort to demonstrate tho 
richness of their quartz ledges.

Tho home harvest is said to 
bo generally below tho average Wo hove 
had all through tho middle, and northern 
parts of tho is I and a most tempestuous soa 
son; crops will ho exoeptionally poor, and 
altogether tho outlook is gloomy. 

Add to tho position at home the fact 
that the French harvest is probably but 
barely equal to tho requirements of the 
country, at the very beat viow, and that it 
is therefore not unlikely that Franco may 
have to bo a considerable buyer abroad; 
that tho yield iu Spain is, though show- 
ing a surplus, not equal to expeo 
tationjthat tho Russian crop, though 
good, is likely to bo difficult to get at, 
through tho war, and that all supplies 
from tbe valloy of the Dantibo aro cut off 
through the samo cause, and wo havo a 
serious conjunction of causes all tending 
to support tho view that broad may bo 
dear.

or inaccessible, it is evidently a serious 
problem to know whence this doficienoy

Wo wnn,t, it may bo conceded, ia round 
figures at least eleven millions quarters of 
wheat between uow and this time next 
year. Where is it to be had? The United 
States alono profess to be able to supply 
tho whole of the immense quantity. They 
claim to havo a surplus of exportable) 
grain of over twelve million quarters, and 
tliis they will bo ready to let us havo at a 
price. This is merely an official estimate 
it is true, and uiny therefore bo falsified; 
but there can bo no doubt th»t tho Ameri- 
can surplus will bo very largo in nearly 
all tho (States of the Union oxcept Califor- 
nia. — London Spectator,

The Government Water Works at 
Honolulu tiro Buffering from a mid- 
summer indisposition, und tho author- 
ities have fixed strict limits within 
which water must be used, if at nil, for 
the purpose or irrigating gardens and 
lawns. 

• Ou the 21th of August the Queen 
took passage for the Hilo, and ou the 
3d of September left that village for a 
tour around the southern part of 
Hawaii, ., , Her arrival at each of the 
various places where she stopped was 
greeted with welcome by the popula- 
tion. Tho rbtrte taken by her was 
through Puna, Kfipiijuila, Pti'naluu and 
Waiohinu, thence by steamer to Hook- 
ena and Kcnu. 

Travelers visiting tbe crater of Kil- 
auea during tho lirst weeks of Septem- 
ber represent it ns very active and 
brilliant. The old South lake was on 
tho 10th instant about 1,000 feet in 
length, and (500 feet in width, boiling 
and spouting as of old. 

Bark Edward James, Captain O'- 
Brien, arrived at Honolulu on tbe 11th 
instant from Portland, bringing a full 
goiiorul cargo of Oregon produce, such 
as flour, outs, salmon, bricks, lumber, 
shingles, etc., and some sixteen pass- 
engers.
